King 
also had an automobile which recent- 
ly had been painated. Officers said 
the car formerly was painted green, 
the color of a ear in which the two 
youths were riding shortly before 
their bodies were found. 


Jones said King admitted painting 


the car but said he bought it in

Big Pay For Amercian Tour

Churchill has engagements for 45 


lectures in 10 weeks at the rate of 
$1,000 a lecture, late this fall. 


In addition to the work of lecturing, 


traveling in the United States presents 
strain to the European platform men 
invading America for often it is nec- 
essary to ride all night after com- 
pleting one lecture in order to arrive 
at the scene of the next day's address. 


Churchill's first lecture tour of the

Compass of War 
Pilot Is Preserved 


Trench-American Is Cred- 
ited With Bringing Down 


17 Eenemy Planes 


WASHlNGTON.-(/p)-A relic of the 
ast fight of Major Raoul Lufbery, 
noted French-American war pilot, has 
come to Uie end of its journeys in 
Smithsonian institution. 


It is a flamed-seared compass, sal- 


vaged from the Wreck of the burning 
Wieuport from which the flier leaped 
to his death May 19, 1998, over Maron, 
neaf Tours, France. 


A French soldier ripped the com- 


pass from the remains; of the death 
plane and turned it over to Dr. F, 
Caulin, an army surgeon. Believing 
it should go to Lufbery's family, Cau- 
tin gave it in 1923 to an American 
named Codman. 


Codman gave it to a brother, who 


turned it over to Dr. Philip W. Place 
South Lincoln, Mass. After an unsuc- 
cessful search for a relative of Luf- 
bery's, he has given the relic to th< 
federal museum. 


Lufbery, a globe-trotter and soldie 


of adventure, was born to France -bu 
reared in Wallingford, Conn. 


In 1912, while in Calcutta, he me 


Marc Pourpe, a French aviator, ahc 
became his mechanic* and close friend 
When the world war broke bit 
Pourpe enlisted in the air service and 
Lufbery joined the foreign legion. 


Pourpe was killed in action and 


Lufbery, determined to avenge his 
death, joined the famous Lafayett 
Escadrille. When the United State 
entered the war he was transferret 
to the 94th and 95th pursuit squad 
rons. 


He was officially credited with 


shooting-down 17 planes, though un- 
confirmed victories ,are believed to 
have brought his total record to 40. 
• His death occurred while in pursuit 
of a German photographic plane. Ply- 
ing at 2,000 feet his plane was seen to 
burst in flames arid the flier jumped 
without a parachuted

with, ing for specific deliveries, which many 


' buyers refused to waive, numerous 
ruinously low prices for crude oil in 
every major field, the southwest is 
taking stern measures to check the 
flood of "black gold" which once was 
hailed as a blessing but now has be- 
come a curse. 


In Kansas independent operators 


whose wells have been supplying one- 
third the state's output voted to shut 
down completely until quotations re- 
turned to a level at which they could 
make a profit. 


Their agreement took effect July 15. 
In Oklahoma Gov. W. H. Murray 


conferred 
with oil men who urged 


the desirability of a' statewide shut- 
down in the face of posted crude 
quotations as low as 7 cents a barrel 


Nearly half of the famous Oklahoma 


City field had been closed, it was 
estimated in July. 


Oklahoma operators favoring a shut- 
down were unable to join the move- 
ment. 


So serious did the situation become 


in Texas, where discovery of the new 
field in the eastern part of the state 
added to the woes of overproduction, 
that Gov. Ross Sterling summoned the 
legislature in special session July 14.
